TO INVESTIQATE PBICE FIXING. 

"The departmeut of coinnierco will conduct an 
in^iury during this year into the lixing of retail 
prioes by manutaoturers if snfRcient funds are 
available," according to Sofintury Hi-dficld in his 
address before the Lansing board of commerce, 
"^e decision of the Supreme Court, making it un- 
laivfnl ftr manufacture rs to fix retail prices, set- 
tles the present law, but tlie wisdom or unwis- 
dom of the new law and the ecouomic proht or loss 
by the practice are not yet settled," said the See- 
rctaiy. "There are men who are sincere I'oes of 
monopoly who incline to the belief that under eco- 
nomic laws, which arc greater than statutes, the 
broad prohibition of the right to flz retail prices 
by manufacturers tends to cri^at*' monopoly insii nd 
of being a movement toward relict from monopoly 
continued Mr. Redfield. "There is no thought of 
questioning the decision. For the guidance, how- 
ever, of future legislation it is desirable that the 
ecouomic questiou be worked out." — Springfield 
Bepubliean. 

THE CONSPIRACY TO AXDUCE 

UAF TOBACCO PRICES. 

The prices of tobacco on all markets in the Jiinc 

firass counties tliis year linve been disappointing 
to the farmers. The Democrat advised growers l)c. 
fore the season opened to scale down their expec- 
tations, the chief reason for the anticipation of 
low prices being founded on tlie prospects for a 
crop of inferior quality. Tiie shortness of the crop 
eolild not atone for its inferior quality so far as 
prices were concerned, l)ccinisc manufacturers were 
well stocked from the splcndiil crop of tiic year be- 
fore. The reasons therefore, uow apparent for low 
prices are, well stocked manufacturers, poor qual- 
ity, unsteady money market. A lourtli will be add- 
ed by many who have kept tab ou the different 
markets, namely, an evident gentlemen's agree- 
ment" among manufacturers not to pay more than 
a certain price. Local buyers are not to blame. 
They must obey instructions from headquarters. 

It is possible that there may be an upward trend 
before the season closes. There usually is at the 
end. But the price has evidently been fixed for 
this year, and $12.50 all around will not miss it far. 

Tobacco has been the "money erop" for the far- 
mers of the Blue Grass. But there are other crops. 
Corn is likely to sell well always. Hogs are as 
fine as silk. Cattle will never be low. With unsat- 
isfactory prices for tobacco, and an evident com- 
bination against the grower despite the so-called 
dissolution of the Trust, farmers may well turn 
their attention to other things if there is more profit 
in them. In any event, there is no cause for worry 
80 long as a hungry world is clamoring to be fed. 
— Cynthiana Democrat.

The results of we.ir te-.ts are i(Uiitcd 
in the report, but they are conflicting 
and in no case point to marked auperi- 
ority of one typo of steel| or indeed ot 
the special steel over normal rail ateel. 
In this the wear tests agree with thf 
breakage records, although the latter 
are far too few to permit a eonehiMiou 
even ao doiaito as this.

In the case of Ulyases 8. Qrant and 
Simon Bolivar Buekner, winner and 
loser meet once more in a new relation. 
Buekner, now dead at ninety-one, was 
Grant's friend at Weet Point in youth, 
bis companion iu the oM army, liii en- 
emy in tho Civil War, and :ii.mui his 
friend in peace. 

Buekner was born in 1823, one year 
later than Oraat. He gradnated in 1M4 
ngaiu one year later than Grant. Young 
oftirers iu the Mexican war, they both 
gained distinction, and they met us foc.^ 
fourteen years later at Donelsou, where, 
abandoned by his superiors, Floyd and 
Pillow, Buekner was compelled by cir- 
cumstances to make an "unconditional 
surrender," against whieh he protested 
ia vehement language. 

This capitulation gave Grant fame. It 
humiliatcil Kuckner and made him a 
prisoner. As was the custom at that 
time, Bnekaor waa omhanged and re- 
sumed his eommand, becoming eventual- 
ly a lieutenant general, serving as sueh 
during further years of hard lighting. 
Oraat went oa to Bhiloh, Viehaburg, 
Chattanooga, the WlMomeae, Appomat 
tox, the presidency and undying glory, 
buekner, in Louisiana, in \M5 surren- 
dered and went home to Kentucky, first 
to faeo broken fortunes but later to be- 
eomo Oovoraor, to bo respeeted by his 
fellowHaaa ia seetions ouce hostile, to 
renew his eordial relations with his 
conqueror, who in his triumph proved a 
frioad iadoed, aad'to live to a great 
old age, ahnoat tho Inet of his time. 

History has no parallel tn the scene 
enacted at Mount McUreagor, iu this 
State, twenty-nine years ago, when 
Orant, voieeleea and dying, received in 
aifeetioaate embrace Buekner, always 
the friend; Buekner, always tlio patriot; 
Buekner, always the true American, in 
apite of eonflietiag principles. 

From that sad height iu 1883, when 
both winner and loeer were revealed as 
victors in a realm morally as great as 
aay that ever hung upon the issue of 
battle^ a meeeago of p«aee aad brother- 
hood weat larth to Amorieaaa that will 
oatiaro fee tho ages.
